Focus  on  the  Future  of  the  IHP

As  the  MGH  Institute  of  Health  Professions  celebrates  its  20^^  anniversary 
this  year,  we  are  reflecting  on  two  decades  of  remarkable  growth  and 
celebrating  the  significant  contributions  being  made  today  by  our 
graduates,  students,  and  faculty.  Our  tradition,  inspired  in  no  small 
measure  by  Ruth  Sleeper’s  focus  on  the  future,  dictates  that  we  anticipate 
changing  demands  m health  care  and  higher  education  so  that  the  Institute 
can  best  respond  to  the  need  for  advance  practice  nurses  and  other  highly 
skilled  health  care  professionals. 

To  that  end,  we  have  been  engaged  this  year  in  an  exciting  strategic 
planning  effort  to  position  the  Institute  for  growth  in  its  next  twenty  years 
and  beyond,  MGH  President,  Dr.  James  J.  Mongan,  has  joined  me  in 
chairing  a Joint  MGH/IHP  Committee  to  address  two  issues  central  to  the 
Institute’s  future. 

1.  The  definition  and  preservation  of  the  clinical  relationship 
between  the  IHP  and  the  MGH 

2.  The  identification  and  exploration  of  possible  academic 
affiliations  within  Greater  Boston. 

Very  significant  progress  has  been  made  on  the  first  of  these  issues  with  a 
groundbreaking  and  comprehensive  clinical  affiliation  agreement  that  is 
rapidly  taking  shape.  This  institutional  agreement  will  mark  the  first  time 
the  two  entities  have  formally  committed  themselves  to  preferred  status  for 
clinical  placement  of  IHP  students,  preceptors,  admission  of  MGH 
employees  and  joint  faculty  appointments.  The  significance  of  the 
agreement  lies  in  the  intent  of  both  institutions  to  share  responsibility  and 
accountability  for  clinical  education. 

As  we  codify  the  Institute’s  clinical  affiliation  with  the  MGH,  we  believe 
that  much  is  to  be  gained  from  an  affiliation  with  an  academic  partner.  A 
campus  environment  for  students  and  faculty  that  would  offer  expanded 
academic  and  student  support  services,  more  suitable  classrooms  and 
library  and  information  technology  resources,  enhanced  possibilities  for 


interdisciplinary  education,  and  the  possibility  of  joint  degrees  are  but  a 
few  of  the  possible  advantages. 

Once  the  MGH  clinical  affiliation  agreement  is  approved  by  both  the  IHP 
and  MGH  Boards  this  summer,  we  will  begin  conversations  with  potential 
academic  partners  in  Boston  about  the  mutual  benefits  to  be  gained  by  an 
affiliation  with  the  IHP. 

It  is  an  exciting  time  in  the  young  history  of  the  MGH  Institute  of  Health 
Professions  as  we  explore  the  future  directions  that  will  assure  the  highest 
quality  education  and  preparation  of  tomorrow’s  leaders  in  nursing, 
physical  therapy,  speech-language  pathology  and  clinical  investigation.

As  in  years  past,  two  special  awards  were  presented  to  nursing  students  at 
the  MGH  Institute  of  Health  Professions  at  the  Generalist  Completion 
Ceremony  on  April  4,  1998  by  the  MGH  NAA.  At  the  time  of  the 
ceremony  all  of  the  forty-one  students  had  taken  and  successfully  passed 
their  state  board  exams  and  were  officially  RNs.  The  students  orchestrated 
the  ceremony,  as  in  years  past,  and  the  speakers  focused  on  the  educational 
experiences  that  make  a nurse.  Below  are  some  of  the  thoughts  expressed 
by  two  of  the  students  who  spoke  and  the  profiles  of  the  student  award 
recipients. 

The  following  is  the  text  of  the  opening  remarks  given  by  Mark  Press  RN 
year  two  student; 

Good  evening  and  welcome.  Thank  you  for  being  here.  Tve  been  polling 
people  coming  in  and  we  have  folks  from  New  Hampshire,  the  Bay  Area  in 
California,  Washington  DC,  Providence  RI,  Cleveland,  New  Jersey, 
Connecticut,  and  all  over  Massachusetts. 

This  is  the  Generalist  Completion  Ceremony,  meaning  that  we  are  now 
able  to  take  the  nursing  licensure  exam.  Passing  this  exam  means  two 
things.  It  means  that  we  can  put  the  initials  RN  after  our  name,  and  it 
means  that  we  can  continue  the  master’s  level  coursework  we  started  in 
January. 

Wlien  Charae  first  asked  me  to  speak  my  first  thought  was  that  I didn’t 
have  anything  to  wear.  I also  thought  that  I could  speak  about  whatever  I 
wanted.  I soon  realized,  however,  that  my  brother  had  a tie  I could  borrow 
and  I really  wasn’t  given  free  reign,  but  asked  to  speak  about  how  my 
experience  and/or  perception  here  has  been  unique. 

I thought  about  what  makes  me  unique.  I thought  I could  talk  about  what  it 
is  like  to  be  the  only  one  in  the  class  to  bike-commute.  I thought  maybe 
people  would  want  to  know  about  my  experience  as  the  only  classmate  to 
transplant  from  Oregon.  At  the  time  I had  just  taken  the  NCLEX  and  I 
thought  that  maybe  I could  talk  about  the  experience  of  seeing  my 
classmates  after  being  the  first  in  the  class  to  take  the  exam.  That 
experience  went  something  like  this:  “How  many  questions?  Can  you 
bring  food  in?  What  was  it  like?  Wliat  if  you  have  to  go  to  the  bathroom?” 
The  answer  I should  have  given  but  didn’t  realize  until  later  is  that  the 
NCLEX  was  half  like  being  arrested  and  half  like  being  seated  in  an 


airplane.  The  experience  starts  with  a stranger  who  reads  you  your  rights, 
takes  yoin  fingerprints  and  a mugshot.  After  the  mugshot  you’re  escorted 
to  a seat,  shown  where  the  exits  are,  and  how  to  work  the  door. 

Each  one  of  us  has  a handful  of  characteristics  that  make  us  a unique 
classmate.  Though  I am  admittantly  slightly  obtuse,  it’s  still  clear  that  I 
was  nominated  to  speak  as  a member  of  the  numerically  compromised 
male  faction  of  our  class. 

For  as  little  attention  that  is  given  to  male  nursing  there  is  quite  a lot  of 
attention  given  to  me  as  a male  nurse.  The  fact  that  I’m  standing  up  here  is 
a perfect  example.  I have,  on  several  occasions  told  men  considering  a 
career  in  the  health  profession  to  consider  nursing.  For  better  or  worse  I 
feel  that  from  my  first  application  up  to  now  I have  received  a red  carpet 
treatment.  For  the  first  time  ever  professors  and  instructors  are 
remembering  my  name  for  reasons  that  I don’t  have  to  hide  from  my 
parents. 

I also  tell  men  to  prepare  for  certain  awkward  moments  that  come  with  the 
territory.  Moments  like  the  one  at  Timilty  School,  where  after  being 
introduced  to  a class  of  sixth  graders  one  boy  publicly  exclaimed  “Um,  I 
sorta  thought  nursing  was  just  for  girls.”  There  are  moments  like  in 
Elaine’s  class  on  Advanced  Sexual  Assessment,  where  I was  1 of  3 people 
who  could  provide  the  requested  description  of  how  sexual  intercourse 
feels  for  a man.  There  are  also  moments  like  the  following  clinical 
situation  where  after  walking  into  a room  to  help  change  a bed  pan  the 
patient  exclaimed  “Oh  my  gosh,  is  that  a boy.  I can’t  have  a boy  in  here 
I’m  naked  under  this  gown!” 

I must  say,  though,  that  for  each  awkward  moment  there  is  an  awesome 
moment  where  a child  or  adult  is  happy  to  see  a male  nurse  because  he  or 
she,  for  whatever  reason,  feels  more  comfortable  sharing  personal 
information  with  a man  or  having  a man  perform  an  intimate  procedure. 

I thought  about  a lot  of  different  professions  while  in  the  process  of 
deciding  to  become  a nurse.  I thought  about  medical  school;  I thought 
about  a Physician’s  Assistant  Program.  The  fact  is  that  I wanted  to  be  a 
nurse  so  that  I could  be  taught  health  care  in  a way  that  encompasses  the 
wholeness  of  a person.  I feel  extraordinarily  fortunate  to  have  discovered 
nursing,  and  have  had  the  opportunity  to  actually  become  a nurse.  So  here 


I am,  a few  years  after  I discovered  nursing  as  an  option  for  me.  Now  I, 
and  40  others,  have  just  become  nurses.  Only  myself  and  my  classmate 
Mike  didn’t  become  nurses,  we  became  male  nurses.  Although  I’m  tall  and 
poorly  dressed  I didn’t  become  a tall  nurse,  nor  did  I become  a poorly 
dressed  nurse,  I became  a male  nurse. 

What  IS  so  unusual  about  being  a man  and  a nurse  that  makes  me  male 
nurse  when  nobody  would  think  of  calling  my  classmates  female  nurses. 
Two  things;  first,  the  history  of  nursing  as  a profession  designed  for 
women.  Without  going  into  historical  detail  the  profession  of  nursing 
accelerated  during  periods  of  war  when  men  were  expected  to  be  off 
fighting.  This  is  a period  where  I would  have  been  even  more  enthusiastic 
about  being  a nurse  that  I am  now.  Secondly,  our  culture,  as  it  exists  today, 
is  reluctant  to  accept  men  in  a nurturing  position.  Admittedly,  there  is  an 
equal  reluctance  of  men  to  accept  nurturing  positions.  Other  folks  who 
have  been  working  m pediatric  settings  are  probably  noticing  that  most  of 
the  parenting  is  done  by  the  mother.  Before,  moving  to  Boston,  I was 
involved  in  early  childhood  education,  another  nurturing  profession  made 
up  almost  entirely  by  women.  Although  I like  to  poke  fun  at  the  attention 
placed  on  me  as  a male,  I am  extremely  proud  of  being  a nurse  and  being  a 
man.  I love  that  people  might  get  to  know  me  and  think  that  it  is  normal 
for  men  to  be  nurturing. 

As  for  my  male  perception  of  nursing  that  is  something  I’ve  struggle  with 
for  the  last  month  or  so.  The  reality  is  that  I entered  nursing  for  the  same 
reasons  as  most  of  my  women  classmates.  As  I previously  mentioned, 
there  is  something  about  each  one  of  us  that  is  unique.  My  uniqueness 
happens  to  be  more  visible  than  others.  Being  male  is  no  more  unique 
than  being  from  an  urban,  rural,  or  suburban  town,  being  gay,  lesbian,  or 
straight,  being  fair  or  dark  skinned,  rich  or  poor. 

Wlien  1 applied  to  this  program  I had  a very  succinct  definition  of  a nurse. 
I have  no  such  definition  now.  I don’t  know  what  a nurse  is,  but  I do  know 
that  It  is  not  limited  to  any  of  the  characteristics  that  make  us  unique.  A 
nurse  is  someone  who  chose  to  be  a nurse  and  that  is  what  I share  with  my 
classmates  and  that’s  what  we  are  here  to  celebrate. 

We  are  here  to  celebrate  the  extraordinary  fortune  of  4 1 people  who  have 
decided  to  become  nurses  and  have  just  achieved  a very  important  step  in 
that  process. 


One  of  the  other  speakers  and  also  the  student  who  chaired  the  committee 
for  the  program,  Charae  Spider  had  the  following  to  say; 

This  occasion  marks  a significant  achievement,  but  speaking  for  myself 
that  success  belongs  to  the  contributions  of  many. 

At  least  in  my  life  it  tnily  has  taken  a village. 

Now  is  my  opportunity  to  thank  the  tiny  village  who  partially  reside  on  the 
1 0^^  floor  at  1 0 1 Merrimac  Street,  and  especially  those  brave  village  people 
who  teach  the  so  called  generalists:  Doctors  Janice  Bell  Meisenhelder, 
Emily  Chandler,  Christine  Bridges,  Elaine  Young  and  Nancy  Terres. 

You  see  my  original  intent  19  months  ago  was  to  become  a nurse 
practitioner.  So,  I viewed  these  first  tliree  semesters  as  a formality,  as 
something  to  endure,  and  later  put  on  the  back  burner. 

And  then  something  strange  and  wonderful  happened,  you  taught  me  things 
I never  knew,  or  expected  Ed  want  to  retain  throughout  my  career. 

These  are  the  lessons  I learned: 

Nurse,  always  care  for  thyself  At  the  bare  minimum  find  time  to  eat, 
sleep,  laugh  and  cry,  or  else  you’ll  spend  a lot  of  time  crying. 

2”^  Recognize  that  people  are  not  diseases,  or  merely  carriers  of  disease. 
They  have  needs  that  go  way  beyond  the  physical  and  life  outside  of  the 
illness. 

3*^^  Caring  and  Curing  are  not  the  same,  although  you  may  be  able  to  do 
both  simultaneously,  sometimes  you  can  only  do  one,  and  it’s  best  to 
choose  the  first.  Which  leads  me  to  the  next  lesson. 

Death  is  inevitable;  you  can  either  frantically  try  to  stop  it.  Or  help  your 
patients  accept  it  and  give  hope  in  the  form  of  comfort. 

5^  Practice  the  ministry  of  presence.  Waving  a washcloth  in  a patient’s 
face  and  walking  out  is  not  equivalent  to  a bed  bath.  Being  available  is 
vital  to  nursing  practice  no  matter  how  high  the  technology  or  how  low  the 
budget. 


th 

6 always  know  why  it  is  you  do  the  things  you  do.  If  having  a theoretical 
basis  for  your  practice  means  creating  one  yourself,  do  it. 

7^  Exercise  your  political  influence  and  power  to  make  positive  change.  If 
negative  change  is  affecting  the  health  of  the  community,  quiet  observation 
is  neglect. 

Finally,  in  pediatrics  always  apologize  for  an  invasive  procedure  and  give 
lovies  afterwards.  Somehow  this  reflects  the  golden  rule,  because  at  some 
point  even  nurses  become  patients  and  should  expect  clinicians  to  be 
considerate  of  their  feelings  and  developmental  stage. 

I’ve  learned  that  our  professional  strength  comes  only  in  realizing  that  our 
fundamentals  are  the  same,  even  if  our  practice  settings  and  skills  vary 
widely. 

Collectively  you  have  tried  to  teach  all  of  us  that  nursing  is  a unique 
professional  identity,  one  that  we  need  not  be  ashamed  of  or  attempt  to 
deny. 

Thank  you  for  investing  in  us  and  our  futures,  and  for  courageously 
teaching  nursing  in  all  of  its  complexities. 

Beyond  the  classroom,  nursing  education  has  always  required  practice. 
Our  clinical  instructors  are  the  most  intrepid  women  you’d  ever  want  to 
meet.  I almost  shudder  at  the  realization  of  my  knowledge  deficit  and  the 
acuity  of  our  assigned  patients.  Yet  they  believed  in  us  enough  to  put  their 
licenses  on  the  line.  They  stood  by  us  at  the  bedside,  and  taught  not  only 
the  science  of  procedures  and  equipment,  but  the  art  of  communication  and 
compassion  as  well. 

In  all  of  the  intense  moments,  when  I found  myself  doing  things  I never 
imagined  myself  doing,  I always  felt  my  clinical  instructor  was  there  for 
support,  encouraging  me  to  make  the  most  of  those  learning  experiences. 

Thank  you  also  for  having  faith  in  our  unproven  abilities  and  making  an 
investment  in  our  professional  development.  You  must  have  a real  soft 
spot  for  rookies. 

These  three  semesters  that  I wanted  to  end  so  quickly  have  changed  my 
life.  Whether  I remain  a nurse  practitioner  until  retirement,  or  whether  I
